The Mayor and the Chief of Po- 
lice. of Edgewater, ‘N. J., 
Edgewater detectives, a United 
States Customs Inspector and nine 
other defendants were found guilty 
at 10:40 o’clock last night on a 
charge of conspiracy to conceal 
and distribute contraband goods from 
the rum-running steamship Eker at 
Edgewater last April. John J. Lowery, 
a Sergeant in the Marine Division of 
the New York police force, alleged to 
have accepted a $20,000 bribe, and 
Harry Gertner, alleged to have done a 
big liquor ‘business with the so-called 
Eker rum ring, were acquitted. The 
jury was out seven hours and twenty- 
five Minutes, It had been hearing evi- 
dente in the-case for five days before 
Federal Judge Isaac M. Meekins in 
the United States District Céurt.’

The action, of the ‘Progressive Re- 
publicans, ‘headed by Senator Norris, 
saved the Administtation from defeat, 
as adoption of the Harrison resolution 
would have given great stimulus to 
the Democratic plans to force tax 
reductions in the current session.

HOFFMAN RETRIAL 
ORDERED ON APPEAL 


‘|Appellate Division Reverses 
Conviction of Murder ‘in 
the Second Degree. 


—Opinion Holds Verdict ‘Was 
Contrary to the Charges.

The second degree murder conviction 
of Harry Hoffman, a former motion 
picture machine operator, on the 


charge of slaying Mrs. Maude A. Bauer 
-On March 25, 1924, at Chelsea, S. I., 


was reversed and a new trial ordéred 
yesterday by the Appellate Diyision_ of 
the. Supreme Court in Brooklyn. He 
was sentenced to twenty years to life 
by Judge J. Harry Tiernan in the 
Richmond County Court in. May, 1924, 
and he has since been in Sing Sing 
Prison. ° 

His ‘appeal was argued before the 
higher tourt on Jan. 4. .Within a.few 
months after the conviction and again 
in July, 1925, moves for an appeal 
were announced, following a confes- 
sion- by a negro, Nathan R. Perry, that 
he had killed Mrs. Bauer. | Perry was 
executed for slaying a. policeman at 
Jacksonvilie, Fla. His confession: was 
not substantiated by an-investigation. 

District Attorney Fach of Richmond 
said last night he was. surprised at 
the decision of the higher court. 

“I believe it is the will of the people 
in. this county that this decision re- 
versing the conviction and ordering a 
new trial should be appealed,’’ said the 
District Attorney. ‘‘I will probably 
move for a review of the decision. by 
the Court of Appeals.” The prosecutor 
said he ‘would seek a verdict in the 
first degree if a second “trial is had. 

A’ new trial was ordered and the 
conviction reversed on a matter’ of 
law—that. a second degree murder 
verdict was contrary to the charges in 
the indictment nst Hoffman, as 
contended by the defense; that he was 
either innocent or guilty of murder in 
the first degree. The opinion, written 
by Justice Jaycox, was said to be the 
last court work he performed on the 
eve of his sudden death in. an. auto. 
The other Justices who concurred in the 
opinion, were Presiding Justice Kelly; 
Justices Manning, Young and Kapper. 

Bauer, her two children and 
her mother were in a disabled auto 
on a road in Chelsea, shortly before 
her body was found some distance 
away, after she.had alighted. from her 
car to seek help.

BOY MURDERS MAN 
AT MOTHER'S DEMAND 


Michigan Lad Confesses Shooting 
Contractor She Declared Had 
Threatened Her.

DETROIT, Mich., Feb,. 4.—Anthony 
Enyedi Jr., 16 years old, confessed to 
the Highiand Park police today: that 
he killed George Fanchali, 43 years 
old, Tuesday night. 

Fanchali,a contractor, was shot as 
he sat chatting with a friend in the 
living room of his home at 52 Kendall 
Avenue, Highland Park. The assassin 
fired both barrels of a shotgun through 
the living room window. — 

The boy said he killed Fanchali at 
the request of his mother, Mrs. Eliz- 
abeth Enyedi, after she had accused 
the contractor of forcing attentions on 
her by’threatening her with a pistol. 

“I made up my mind.to tell my hus- 
band what that man had done to me,” 
Mrs.. Enyedi said. “I told. my hus- 
band how he had threatened me-with 
@ revolver. My husband became an- 
gry with me. 

“Finally, I told my boy, Anthony, 
‘you will have to kill him or I'll go 
crazy and Kill him myself... I told 
Anthony that Fanchali had been both- 
ering me for nearly ear. Anthony 
said he would kill hin 

“I could see that dad was mad at 
her,” said Anthony. ‘I thought she 
would go crazy, so I got the old shot- 
gun we have and sawed off the end 
of the barrel so that it would go into‘ 
the car.” 

“Tuesday I took mother to a movie 
show, and when we came out we drove 
over to Kendall Avenue, near where’ 
that m lived. 

“I took the gun and went to 4 win- 
dow and waited there about half an 
hour. Mother stayed in the car. I 
lost my merve and went ‘back to the 
automobile and: told her: I couldn’t do 
it. She told:me I had to do it. She 
said it would be the last favor she 
ever would ask me to do for her, and 
then she said’ that if I didn’t shoot 
Fanchali she would take the gun away 
from me and do it herself. HM 

‘Then I told ‘her I would back 
and do it. When I went back it 
seemed as if she was right —— me, 

ushing me ahead. I guess was 
there at the window another halt an 
hour before I shot him. 

“As * as I fired he fell off the 
chair. ran back to the alley and 
threw the gun between the two houses.

Schwab,” the article continues. 

“Like Otto Kahn, another American 
to whom to our indebtedness ‘is ines- 
timable, Mr. Schwab received not a 
line of official acknowledgment of all 
he had done. 

The article declares that Mr. Schwab 
was the most effective friend the 
Allies had in America and states that 
“while it-is a fairly open secret that 
some, American firms which turned 
their bands to munitions let us down 
rather badly, that charge was never 
made against the Bethlehem . com- 
pany.” 

Feels No Grievarice, He Says. 
_ When the attention of Mr. Schwab 
was Called to this article on his arrival 
in. London this afternoon, he stated 
that he had no sense of grievance 
against England because he had. not 
been thanked officially. 

“J turned over to Great Britain dur- 


ing the war all I-had for the purpose 
of- making munitions,” he _ said. 
‘Though it is true that I never was of- 
ficially thanked, I received numerous 
letters from Lord Kitchener, Lord 
Fisher, Mr. Lloyd George, Winston 
Churchill ‘and others expressing their 
high appreciation of what I did. 

“While I was making munitions for 
Great Britain I turned, down all the 
money in the world. My friend, Bar- 
ton Hepburn, financial adviser to the 
British Embassy, has told the story of 
how one/day the embassy intercepted 
a-cable to.Germans in Washington. 
telling them to‘ offer me anything I 
wanted if I would not execute my con- 
tracts with Great Britain. 

“Mr. Hepburn told the Ambassador 
that it was not necessary, but he was 
sent to me to tell me if it was money

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ORDINARY PRUDENCE. 

In voting yesterday, 46 to 33, that 
the Treasury surplus.should be used 
for reducing the public debt: instead 
of for rebating or cutting down taxes, 
the Senate not only squelched a mere 
partisan manoeuvre by the Democratic 
minority, but acted -very much as 
would a cautious business man in 
similar circumstances. We are scarce- 
ly accustomed to such exhibitions of 
financial prudence from the Senate, 
and the result is all the more gratify- 
ing in that-the motion was made by 
Senator Norris and Was supported by 
almost all the “ insurgent” Repub- 
licans from the West. Whether they 
had suddenly gained in knowledge, or 
were simply led by dislike of being led 
into. a temporary and meaningless 
combination with Senator Pat Har- 
RIsON, does not yet appear. But what- 
ever the motives for it, the decision 
itself is at once in line with the senti- 
ment formerly expressed by thé House 
of Representatives, and also responds 
to the soundést view of what should 
be done. 

Nobody can be sure that the receipts 
of the Treasury will continue to be 
overabundant. Merchants and great 
corporations are carefully studying: the 
outlook, and are, not: doing anything 
rashly venturesome while uncertainty 
about the future remains. If prosperity 
should markedly fall away- fm the 
course of this year, the consequence 
‘would unquestionably be to make the 
returns from income taxes smaller 
next year. It would be a pitiful sequel 
to a hasty .reduction of taxes if the 
first thing that the party in power 
after. 1928—whichever : party it may 
be—had to do was to reimpose taxes 
in order to keep the Treasury in funds, 
Meanwhile, we know that we have 
now a substantial. surplus in hand, 
and that no better use could be made 
of it than to extinguish an equivalent 
amount of public indebtedness,’ which 
means extinguishing interest. charges 
and so, indirectly, lowering taxes. On' 
all grounds of wise public finance, the 
action of the Senate in sticking to the 
plan. of reducing the public debt as 
much and as rapidly as possible is 
highly to be commended.

BUS FARES, ‘ 

* Which should.control local bus fares, 
the city or the State? Assemblyman 
Dyckman has introduced a bill which 
would empower the Board of Estimate 
to fix the rate of fare in the franchise.

fraachise to operate buses in Brook- 
lyn. It wanted a fare adjusted to the 
costs of operation; the city insisted on 
a flat five-cent rate. 

- At this.point Mr.. HucHes was ap- 
pealed to, and at the request of the 
company submitted a brief. He pointed 
out that the Public Service Commissions 
law put buses under the jurisdiction of 
the Transit Commission. and required 
that body to fix, “just and reasonable 
fares” governing their operation. This 
legislation superseded an old provision 
in the charter giving the city a meas- 
ure of control over rates, Mr. HuGcHes 
held. He conchided that the city had 
no right to impose a fixed fare e 
reasonableness of which could not ‘be 
reviewed by the Transit Commission. 
When it put in a revised application 
last month, however, the ,B. M3. 
subsidiary agreed to waive its legal 
rights and accept a four-year franchise 
on a five-cent-fare basis. 

It will. be interesting to see how 
his fellow-legislators respond to Mr. 
DycKMan’s suggestion. Some of them 
are reported ‘tobe a bit suspicious 
because it has the backing: of the 
Citizens Union, regarded as friendly 
to higher fares generally. But there

THE OFFICE OF INSULAR AFFAIRS, 

Creation of an-.Office of Insular 
Affairs, proposed by Senator WIL.Is 
of Ohio, is. in accordance with the 
recommendation made _ by ‘Colonel 
THOMPSON and others that the Phil- 
ippines and -other possessions be re- 
moved from the control.of the War 
and Nayy Departments and placed 
under* a ‘civilian administrator. By 
some a separate department has been 
suggested, having .control. of. Alaska 
and Hawaii as grell as of the islands 
and having as its. head.a man of 
Cabinet rank. It. is ,unlikely -that 
Congress will consent. to’ that. 

ff the Office of Insular Affairs were 
carefully . organized, representatives 
from the different departments could 
be detailed-for duty with it. In this 
manner it should be possible to over- 
come one of, the greatest obstacles in 
the way of. efficient. administration 
unde? ‘the present organization, which 
lies in the fact that the insular Gov- 
ernments are forced to rely for expert 
advice’ on.the personnel of the de- 
partment controlling them. 

This has been one of the difficulties 
in the Philippines: General Woop has 
been unable to obtain from other than 
the Department of War assistants and 
advisers-to‘help in ‘matters of govern- 
ment -requiring technical knowledge.

Purchasing 
railways. pledged their own credit lav- 
ishly to provide the funds te buy 
shares- of competing or connecting 
lines,,. The Unjon Pacific shareholders 
voted Mr. Harriman almost unlimited 
right to mortgage their property or its 
subsidiaries for such purposes. Some- 
times stock of the companies desiréd 
was bought through bank borrowings 
and then lodged under a “collateral 
trust bond,” which was sold to the 
Public to repay the loan. Sometimes 
daring individual speculators captured 
railways’ wanted by other companies, 
as when Jun W. Gates, after a day 
of wild “plunging” in Louisville & 
Nashville stock in 1902, .discoyered 
that he had actually acquired a con- 
trolling interest. 

Repetition of those Occurrences is 
hardly possible in 1927. Railways 
must get the Commerce Commission's 
consent before issuing new securities, 
and the transactions necessitating such 
issues are thoroughly scrutinized.+ Tlie 
railway amalgamation scheme must 
itself run the same gauntlet. The un- 
doubtedly large purchases which have 
already been made of shares in other 
railways, by a railway group desiring 
to acquire those properties, have been 
made on *the basis of bank loans, 
mostly incurred at a time when prices 
of the shares were lower-and the out- 
look for earnings more favorable than 
people outside the railway industry 
were aware. All this diminishes the 
probability of extravagant competitive 
bidding. 

It does not, prevent, however, the 
likelihood that the railway amalgama- 
tion process will.be carried much fur- 
ther in 1927. Promotion of such 
mergers is the settled policy of the 
Transportation act and of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission; it has 
grown in favor among railway man- 
agers themselves. The seeming dead- 
lock that has existéd arose, first, from 
unwillingness of the managers to ac- 
cept the hard-and-fast grouping of the 
lines, as originally laid down by the 
commission; and next, by the commis- 
sion’s rejection, in the Van Sweringen 
merger case, of the basis offered for 
exchange of their securities to minor- 
ity interests in the properties acquired. 
But the.trend of events has pretty 
clearly. indicated that, in at least the 
important initial plans of amalgama- 
tion, these. differences. will soon be 
smoothed out.

A less .overworked in- 
structor is: more efficient and a smaller 
class affords a larger degree of per- 
sonal contact—~s factor not to be ig- 
nored. 

How a room intended for a certain 
number of pupils and occupfed by more 
than twice that number will leave the 
health of the child unimpaired or will 
have no effect upon the child’s atteh- 
tion and personal application is hard to 
conceive. 

In any event, a task involying phys- 
ical impossibilities- is devolved upon 
the principals and teachers, and the 
problem is not solved, but is paraded 
in the guise of a solution, to the detri- 
ment of the child. On the other hand, 
shorter hours. of instruction, supple- 
mented by sufficient, home ‘work, 
jwould lead to greater scholastic 
achievement-and would tend to develop 
considerably the faculty of indepen- 
dent study and personal responsibility, 
qualities highly desirable and very use- 
ful in life’s struggle.

The approaching discussion of Farm

The design of the steel for the build- 
ing, which will be known as the Larkin 
Tower Building, was drawn by Mr. 
Larkin and his brother, Edward L. 
Larkin, architects, and Alexander D 
Stark, a structural engineer associated 
with the Larkins. 

The building will be erected on a plot 
of approximately 50,000 square feet be- 
tween 326 and 346 West Forty-second 
Street, running through the block to 
327 to 345 West Forty-first Street. 

Plans for the steel incorporate two 
basic features introduced by John A. 
Larkin. One feature is an improved 
method of connecting girders to 
columns and permits the rivets to be 
put in shear while it eliminates angles. 
The other feature is a wind-bracing 


system -which knits the entire steel 
structure of the entire building into 
one unit. 

This improved method of connecting 
girders and stiffening the skeleton 
against wind pressure is the result of 
years of study and designing heavy 
type buildings on the part of John A. 
Larkin. 

Another feature of the plans is the 
column arrangements which equalize 
the heavy loads that the great height 
of the building will entail. Mr. Larkin 
has copyrighted both the architectural 
and steel plans of the building and has 
applied for patents for the two special 
features through Munn & Co. of the 
Scientific American. 

The plans for the building were 

filed with the Bureau of Buildings 
last December. At that time Mr. Lar- 
kin stated that the building would 
represent an outlay of about $22,500,- 
000, including the cost of the land. 
The West Forty-second Street plot 
was taken over by the Larkin inter- 
ests from twelve different owners and 
took close to three years to assemble. 
In order to acquire two of the parcels 
it was necessary for Mr. Larkin to 
erect buildings for the selling inter- 
ests. The Larkin Tower Building will 
take about eighteen months to com- 
plete after work of razing the present 
improvements on the plot commences.

INWRECKERS’ HANDS 


One of the “Twins” in 
Avenue to Be Replaced by a 
30-Story Structures . 


Mansion Was.Former Home of Mrs. 
Henry White ‘and Sold 
for $3,750, 000. 


Another of the famous .Vanderbilt 
mansions that were the pride of Fifth 
Avenue before ‘cOmmercialism. begar 
to crowd them, was’ started on its 
way to the junk pile yesterday, when 
wreckers began the demolition of the 
former .home .of Mrs. Henry . White, 
on the southwest corner of Fifty- 
second Street, ‘ 

This is the northerly mansion of the 
noted ‘Vanderbilt twins,’’- which oc- 
cupy the block front between Fifty- 
first and Fifty-second Streets on the 
west side of Fifth Avenue. Mrs. 
White is the wife.of the late Ambas- 
sador to France, and a‘ daughter of 
the late William H. Vanderbilt. 

The White. mansion, . built .-by the 
late William H. Vanderbilt, son of Com- 
modore Cornelius Vanderbilt, founder 
of the family fortune, was purchased 
by Benjamin Winter recently for 
$3,750,000. In announcing the demolition 
of the house, Mr, Winter said that if 
negotiations now pefding for the sale 
of the. site were not. completed, he 
would immediately erect a de luxe 
building on the corner, the lower 
floors to be occupied by exclusive 
shops and show rooms. 

The proposed building, tentatively 
planned for thirty stories, will be one 
of the outstanding business structures 
on Fifth Avenue, according to Mr. 
Winter. 

Only two of the old Vanderbilt man- 
sions now remain the property of the 
family. One is occupied by General 
Cornelius Vanderbilt, and. the. other 
is the residence of Mrs. W. K. Van- 
derbilt Jr., at 666 Fifth Avenue. 

The White mansion has a -Fifth 
Avenue frontage of 97.5 feet and a 
depth of 150 feet. The building activ- 
ity in Fifth Avenue during the. past 
year, and the record prices. obtained 
for Fifth Avenue buildings at the re- 
cent Gould estate auction, Mr. Winter 
said, indicated that the extension of 
exclusive retail establishments north- 
ward on the Avenue would reach its 


greatest magnitude during the next 
two years.

The objection of Howard C. Brokaw 


to the plan of his brother, George T. 


Brokaw, to mortgage the town hourse 
of their father, the late Isaac V. 
Brokaw, at 4 East Seventy-ninth 
Street. for $800,000, and use the money 
to erect u modern - apartment: house 
there resulted in the collapse. ‘of the 
plan under a ruling by the Appellate 
Division of the -Supreme Court yester- 


the lower court which authorized the 
mortgage. 

The Appellate Division based: its rul- 
ing on the statutés' requiring the con- 
sent of all persons. interested before 
such action could be taken. Isaac V. 
Brokaw’s will left: the property to his 
wife for life, and. upon her death to his 
oldest son, George ‘Tuttle Brokaw. 
Upon ‘his ‘mother’s ‘death he became 
life tenant. 
the realty goes‘ to the families of ‘his 
brothers, Irving: ‘and Howard a 
Brokaw, and their ‘sister, Mrs.‘ Elvira 
Brokaw McNair.. George T.. Brokaw 
has a daughter, but at present -his 
brothers and sister’ have a prospective 
interest in the property and. under the 
ruling their consent’ was essential’ ‘to 
the plan. Mrs. McNair approved it, 
and Irving Brokaw, while originally 
opposed to the plan, did not join in 
the appeal. 

The decisior written by Justice- 
O'Malley said the consent of those hav- 
ing a remainder or reversionary inter- 
est in real property is as necessary ag 
is the consent. of the life tenant, and 
that an order. permitting a. mortgage 
on property without such consent ‘is 
not a valid order. 

The plan to replace the Brokaw man- 
sion at the northeast corner of Fifth 
Avenue and Seventy-ninth Street with 
a thirteen-story apartment house to 
cost. $1,000,000 has long been the sub- 
ject of: litigation. 

Last Spring, Supreme Court Justice 
Bijur appointed Samuel S. Koenig, Re- 
publican leader, as referee, to take 
testimony and report on the plan of 
George T. Brokaw. Mr. Brokaw had 
applied to the court for permission to 
erect the apartment because the up- 
keep of the residence was too great. 
The house was no longer suitable for 
@ private residence and was taxed 
$16,543 -in 1925, he said, whereas an 
apartment would yield a net income of 
$90,000- or more. 

Referee Koenig rendered a decisfon 
last May in favor of the plan and 
recommended a mortgage of at least 
—* Q00 for the project. Plans for the
